Convention American Instruc¬ 
tors ok tiie Deaf Notes 


July 9, 1925—The busiest day of 
•lie Convention was July 2d. In 
addition to the daily demonstra¬ 
tions of class work, President, 
Walker nave his address. Then 
came Miss Prof. Poet’s masterly 
paper “ Oo Better Speech ” In the 
evening the Rev. J. R Perkins 
lectured on “ Heredity aud En¬ 
vironment. 

Probably duo to the heat, the dis¬ 
cussions in the Industrial Section at 
one time became pretty hot, but oil 
Was poured on the troubled hori¬ 
zon and the matters settled down. 
Editor Travis of the Silent Hoosier 
Matted the fuss, whou he look ex¬ 
ceptions that the foreman of a 
school’s printing office should 
teach his pupils print language, 
which he thought properly was 
the duty of the literary part of the 
school to do. 

There were lino displays in the 
Industrial Exhibits. The Iowa 
Soliool being OD the grounds, bad 
of course the latgest, but New Jer¬ 
sey came in as a good second, with 
a variety of industrial work, art, 
sewing, mechanical wood working, 
metal work, from tlie lathe The 
exhibit was under the caie of Prim 
cipal Johnson of the New Jersey 
School Industrial Department. 

The Minnesota’s school exhibit 
was looked after by Mr. Peterson, 
and was nicely arranged. 

The Utali and Maryland schools 
displayed charts of school Work 
and art specimens, including lias 
ketry small plaques, gift boxes, etc. 
A place much visited, especially by 
tiie men, was a room in the base¬ 
ment of tiie building, where the 
Hawkeye is printed. There are two 
linotype machines in it, one of 
them, the new 26 model, just put 
bp. Messrs Gross and Stafford of 
•he Mergeuthaler Company were 
theie, and explained to their visi¬ 
tors the workings of tiie new m t- 
chiue.

A number of members of the 
convention were guests of the 
Council Bluffs Rotary Club, at its 
meeting Friday noon, being intro¬ 
duced by Superintendent Grover 
to tile members of the club 
Superintendent Frank Driggs, of 
the Utali School, made an address, 
in which he landed the work of 
the order. 

Part of the meeting Friday morn¬ 
ing was devoted to a Confeteuos of 
SiiperlntiendentH and Principals. 
.They are beginning to see'that 
more consideration should Ire 
given to teachers In tiie Manual 
Depart merits, and some hi range- 
merits should lie made to have 
summer training classes for them 

Deaf teachers skilled in the use 
off signs are growing fewer and few¬ 
er eacli year, and ere long there 
will he none left to tench non oral 
pupils. To avoid such a result, 
more deHf teachers should lie ap 
pointed and young hearing tea¬ 
chers trained in the Use of signs, 
and having summer normal schools 
fpr such training. 

Tiie themhets of the convention 
spoilt Friday evening ovt-r in 
Omaha, where a reception was 
tendered them by Snpeiintendetvt 
and Mrs Frank, W. Boot It, oft lie 
Nebraska School. 

Quite a number of members had 
left for their homes the night pre¬ 
vious, and early Saturday morn¬ 
ing, so tiie attendance at the last 
meeting was slim.

I Iris will 
probably end tiie war between tiie 
two factions, which lias existed for 
some years, and to the disadvau- 
tsge of the deaf them wives Now 
that the hatchet is buried, lot us 
hope It will stay there, and every

Tin* W. S. A. D. Convention 
second day was called to order by 
President Hunter, July 3d, about 
A M , and tiie invocation was 
given by Dr Hanson, who was fol¬ 
lowed by Oscar Anderson tender¬ 
ing “ America.” The minutes of 
yesterday’s session were read by 
Secretary Wright. 

W. S. Root, Seattle, gave a talk 
oc “ Labor for the Deaf,” a very 
importwnt subject which is of great 
concern to all who live in Wash¬ 
ington, a young State, where manu¬ 
facturing is largely in its infancy. 
We may later be able to give a 
synopsis of Mr Root’s paper. 

dolin' E. Skoglnud, Spokane, on 
“ The Spokane Deaf,” describing 
the condition and prosperity of deaf 
dwellers in Ills home town. 

Tiie rest of the forenoon whs 
given to the revision of (lie By- 
Laws, which were discussed and 
adopted one by one 

A tesolutlon was introduced by 
Mrs. Wright, that at future conven¬ 
tion cities the choice of local otn- 
mittec lie left in the hands of the 
local association if there is one. 
After some discussion, this was 
passed by a vole of 13 to 10 
In the afternoon session Dr. Han¬ 
son read a paper on “What tiie 
Public Should Know About the 
Deaf.” He spoke of the pre¬ 
judice against tiie deaf iu the busi¬ 
ness world and against the Pure 
Oral Method. 

Mr. Oscar Samlets spoke on tiie 
advantages of being a Frst. 

After a few additional changes and 
amendments, tiie articles of Incor¬ 
poration ami tiie By-Laws, whfch 
had been considered during tiie 
mortiinu session, weie adopted as a 
whole, and passed without oppo*i 
tiort. 

The report of tiie Committed on 
Resolutions was read by Mrs. L. 
A Divine. Below sre the Resolu¬ 
tions 

WhBRKAS, The danger of nnto legisla¬ 
tion detrimental to the deaf still exists; be 
it 

Resolved, That the President to be elect¬ 
ed at this convention select five of our 
capable men to keep watch at Olympia 
during the coming legislative session, and 
forestall any attempt to curtail the rights 
of the deaf in the matter of driving motor 
vehicles.. 

Whkrbas, The equipment for manual 
training at our State school is woefully in¬ 
adequate; be it 

Resolved, That we us* all the influence 
at our command to secure proper ap¬ 
pliances for the Industrial Department of 
pur Stnte School for the Deaf, that the 
pupils may be better equipped to fight 
life’s battle*. 

Whkrbas, There is such a tendency to 
pure oralisin iu all schools for the deaf, too 
often yegardless of whether the method is 
fitted to tiie children or not; and 

Whkrbas, Such a spirit has never beeu 
yet shown in our State School; be it 

Resolved, That we conmieud the work 
of the State School, aud beg that it be con¬ 
tinued along on the saute principles. 

WltBKKAS, Some method of keeping the 
members of the Association informed at to 
our work is desirable; be It 

Resolved, That an occasional periodi¬ 
ca! he issued from the printing office of 
our State School, covering the progress of 
the work of the Association. 


Resolved, That we commend and en¬ 
courage this work. 

Whkrbas, The Labor Bureau under 
the auspices of the Seattle Lutheran 
Church has found positions for many deaf 
and also done much to educate the em¬ 
ployers; be it 

Resolved , That such work meets with 
onr approval, and that we hope to see 
similar bureaus started in each city in the 
State. 

Whereas, We now have in the State two 
ministers, Rev. Mr. Gaertner, of Seattle, 
and Rev. Mr. Frice, of Spokane, who are 
giving their whole time to the deaf, aud 
also Rev. Dr. Hanson, of Seattle, who 
holds regular services for the deaf; be it 

Resolved , That the deaf show their ap¬ 
preciation of the work of these men and 
assist* in every possible way to help the 
good work along. 

Whbrkas, Thomas P. Clark, for seven¬ 
teen years an instructor of the deaf in this 
State, has been ill for a long time; be it 
Resolved , That the secretary be instruct¬ 
ed to send a message of sympathy aud ex¬ 
tend to him the good wishes of the con¬ 
vention and hopes for a speedy recovery. 

Whkrbas, The dazzling array of femi¬ 
nine adornment on exhibition here is 
largely the art of the ladies themselves; 
belt 

Resolved, That we consider this alone a 
whole sermon in the interest of showing 
what the deaf cau do. 

Whkrbas, The local committee has 
presented a superb panorama in their ef¬ 
forts to give us a good time ; be it, therefore, 

Resolved, That we extend to said com¬ 
mittee and to all who assisted our appre¬ 
ciation of their efforts. 

Whkrbas, The Chamber of Com¬ 
mittee has shown a magnificent spirit in 
giving us free use of these beautiful new 
rooms; be it 

Resolved, That we instruct the secre¬ 
tary to extend to said Chamber of Com¬ 
merce our hearty thauks.

LOUISIANA. 


The Louisiana Association of the 
Deaf held its fifth convention at 
Baton Rouge July 6 th, 7 th, and 8 th. 
It was attended by over 150 deaf 
people from all parts of the State. 
O 11 the opening day the people were 
addressed by Superintendent G. G. 
Huckaby, of the School for the 
Deaf, Hou. Thomas Harris, Super¬ 
intendent of Public Education, 
Mayor Wade H. Bynum, of Baton 
Rouge, Hon. T. O. Harris, a former 
State Auditor and a man well versed 
in the finances of the State School 
for the Deaf. 

The President’s address dwelt upon 
the progress and general prosperity 
of the deaf in the State and country 
and especially upon the conditions 
at the School for the Deaf. Mr. 
Soland, the president, led the way 
for establishing ways and means for 
approaching the coming Legislature 
and getting it dispose of the present 
location and secure a new location 
ouiside the city. Great enthusiasm 
was created by the discussions, which 
were participated in by Supt. Huck- 
«by, Supt. Thomas H. Harris, Hon. 
T. O. Harris, and others who have 
more or less influence with the legis¬ 
lators. 

The present buildings were erect¬ 
ed way back in 1852 and it is practi¬ 
cally impossible to keep them in good 
repair, And still more it has been 
impossible to get an appropriation to 
install a heating *• plant. Taking 
everything into consideration, the 
Association went on record as favor¬ 
ing the sale of the present location 
and establishing a brand new school 
in the country as desired by Supt. 
Huckaby. 

The following editorial appeared 
in the State-Times, Baton Rouge’s 
leading daily newspaper.

The following is an editorial by 
Dr. J. W. Jones, Superintendent of 
the Ohio School for the Deaf, 
published in the Ohio Chronicle for 
June 13 th, 1925 :— 

“Dr. Cloud’s Rbvikw. 

Dr. Cloud, former principal of 
the Gallaudet School, St. Louis, 
Missouri, has written what he calls 
a review of Mr. Tillinghast’s survey 
of that school. He takes issue with 
Mr. Tillinghast on several state¬ 
ments, but the main theme on which 
Mr. Tillinghast dwelt was not 
challenged. 

Both the survey and the review 
make interesting reading to those 
who are ever interested in the pro¬ 
blem of educating the deaf. Like 
Banquo’s Ghost certain differences 
in methods will not down. 

Somehow we feel it is a waste of 
time to discuss irreconcilable differ¬ 
ences and makes ill feelings. 

These differences are pretty well 
buried in nearly all parts of the 
United States. St. Louis seems to be 
the only active place. 

The great public, which must al¬ 
ways be considered, will have its 
way in spite of all objection, and in 
due time, eliminate troublesome dif¬ 
ferences. It will do this by estab¬ 
lishing a policy it believes in. 

The parents of deaf children have 
a strong appeal to this public, and 
no one can stay their hand. 

Mr. Tillinghast’s report on the 
survey was generally accepted by 
the profession as fair, comprehen¬ 
sive, able and in line with public de¬ 
mands.

You say that I take issue with Mr. Tilling¬ 
hast on several statements,‘‘but the main 
theme on which Mr. Tillinghast dwelt was 
not challenged.’’ Will you be so good as 
to indicate what this theme is ? 

I wish you would elucidate somewhat the 
“ irreconcilable differences," which you 
feel it is a waste of time to discuss. I aui 
aware of none among the educated deaf 
and acknowledged educators of the deaf of 
the first rank. Between them there is unity 
in essentials. Must they bow in quiet sub¬ 
mission before the encroachments of the 
faddist, the exploiter, the falsifier, and the 
novice ? 

You say that " these differences” are 
pretty well buried in nearly all parts of 
the United States except St. Louis. Tak¬ 
ing existing conditions into consideration 
and the principles Involved, it seems to me 
that you have paid St. Louis an uninten¬ 
tional compliment. 

You say that the great public must 
always be considered, that it will have its 
way, that parents of deaf children have a 
strong appeal to this public and that no 
one can stay their baud. Is the public 
well and accurately informed concerning 
the education of the deaf ? If not what is 
the obvious duty of those who know? 
What do you understand to be the attitude 
of parents of Gallaudet School pupils? 
How conies it that you can comment in to 
Mr. Tillinghast’a survey of Gallaudet 
School, when you have absolutely no first 
hand knowledge of Gallaudet School ? In 
view of Mr. Tilllnghast’s record at Fulton, 
what real value should be attached to his 
survey of any school ?
